May it pleaſe youer Lord(k ips' 

:ording unto your Commanids I drew forth neere 
nine hundred F ootand my Trgop of Hor.e, arid upon 
advice from the Governonr of Glouceiter T marched 
anto him, but finding the way which was intended al- 

rogecher tryſtrate, and: the Governone of Glonceſter nor* very 
walk [ went with Sir Jobn Bridges neerets Hereford,” and ſenc 
fox thither the rwo Gendlemen who Sir Joh» had created withall 
about the bulinefſe, who-were then out of Hereford fearing to 
come to Towne, whon 1 ſatisfied my. ſelfe-of the Enemies ſecu- 
rity, and che negligence of the 'Gnards, which cauſed me to 
thinke of tome other way; and amongſt others 'this was mot 
prevalent with me,” which by Gods blelſing tooke effe&; the 
way was his; To march in one day and night to Hereford from 
Glouceſter, which done I had provided hixe men in the forme 
of Labourers,and one with them to be a Conſtable, wich a war- 
rant to bring thel&+ men to worke-in the Towne to them, I 
gavea good ſumme of Meney in hand, and promiſed them a 
large reward ; theſe men with 150. F ire-locks i In the darke of 
the night I intended to lodge neere the: Gate, and fo neere 
them as the ground would admit out of fight; F intended to 
draw a Body to ſecond them and enter with them, and .ſo to 
ſurpriſe the I owne upon the letting dowhe'the Bide Int the 
morning ; then I came backe to Glouceſterfand er Rene: Col. 
Morgan of it, defiring him to Jojms 1 with me to put it io tryall,

* which he condeſcended unto, and we marched munday to that 
pope e all night, but fell ſhort, and therefore to delude the 
nemy tetreated backe within nine miles of Glouceſter ; the 
next dayat night we returned againe, and with carefull Spics 
and Scouts kept back intelligence from them, ſo that they ne- 
ver diſcovered us; but I laid my Country-men and Firelockes 
within three quarters Musket ſhot, a place which I had enquired 
out for the purpoſe, which Party 1 left to be managed by my 
Liewniaget onell, who behaved himſelfe very gallantly, and 
the maine body of Foot Iled my ſelfe, Col. Morgan being with 
the Fody of Horſe which he undertooke; and this morning up- 
onthe Jetting downe of the Bridge the Country-men went with 
their Pickaxes and Spades to the Bridge, the Guard beginning 
w examine them, they killed three of the Guard, and kept the 
reſtin play untill the Fire-locks came up to them, then made 
good antill the Body came up 3 and it pleaſed God the 
{o tooke, that we entred the I owne with ſmall lofſe; in which 
we had 11. pecces of Ordnance, much Armes, and the Priſo- 
ners here inſerted, there being many more in Towne as I be- 
leeve, which one day will diſcover. The Mercy is wonderfull, I 
defire the Lord may havethe honor of ityfor it is his own Work. 
I am deeply ingaged by Monies laid out in this bufinefſe, and 
by promiſe with Gol. Morgan; I humbly defire your Honours 
to give Order for the Summe you were pleaſed to give Order 
for this bufineſſe, and for my iclfe I ſball endeavonr to ſettle 
this place, and waite the further Orders for the ſubſiſtance of 
my Regiment which is in great neceſſity, or what cther Com- 
mands you ſhall be pleaſed to lignifie unto

May it pleaſe your Lordſbips ; 
WE gave you an account inourlaſt that we found the 
City of Hereford, by our Intelligence to be ſo ſtrong, 
both in it ſelfe and the reſolution of the Defendants , that 
much hazard would be in the pr it; Notwithſtand- 
ing, having a party of about 2000. Horſe and Foot betwixt 
us, 2i2, of Gloxceſter Forces 1050. and of Bathe Forces 95 0. 
reſolved to make tryall by falling on upon the place ; unto 
which endeavour the Lord was pleaſed fo to adde his bleſ(- 
fing, that this morning about breake of day we forced our 
entrance, God putting ſuch aſpirit into the Souldier, as was 
beyond expreſſion: Our ingagements to themwas very large, 
the defigne being very deſperate,and alſoto ſome other Gen- 
tlemen who were very helpfull, and behaved themſelves very 
gallancly in the falling on : Which ingagements , that we 
may be able ro diſcharge, we humbly Eh your Lordſhips 
to give Order for that furmme which you were pleaſed to 
promiſe for this ſervice. After they had marched this 
night in the ſnow up to the mid-legge , almoſt ewenty miles 
in and out, which that the Enemy might not be jealous of, 
we marched the ſame march upon Munday night , though 
with ſuch hardſhip, that three of our men died in the ſnow, 
and retreated upon Tueſday almoit to Glouceſter , they then 
beleeving we had beene cleare gone; were more ſecure, and 
we fell on unexpeted ; Our loſſe was not confiderable,God 
be bleſſed, whole gocdneſſe was. plainely ſeene, (to him be 
the glory.) The Enemy fought it cut in the fircets, where

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divers areflaine, and the relt priſoners : Ve are not able at 
preſent to particularize them, onely thoſe whole names wee 
can.at this inſtant be informed ot we have kere inſerted; 
The Towneſmen have ſuffered by the Souldier , by reaſfor; 
weentred fc by force ; 4rid* that the Enemy ſhor out at the 
windowes and in the. ftreets, the Souldicr was ſo incaged 
chat we cont not prevent them from plundering, which we 
_ indeavoured much to, have done, and (hall be alwaies rea- 
dy to approve our lelves ;

A Coording to your Wc marched with 
£"A the. party , as ma former Letter ſigned by Coll. 
Morgan and my ſelfe, we made bold to forme you, 
ſince which time it hath pleaſed the Lord to fhew his 
power in our weakneſfe, by giving us this City , into 
which we forced our entry this morning , as in the 
Letter figned by Colonell Margaz and my -ſclfe more 
partictarly appeares; the Rekolation of the Souldicr 
carryed them on beyond imagination.. I fhall indea- 
your to fet things. coder bare; according 70s that 
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Command yaur Lorgifhips have been pleaſed ta give 
'me, (the plage isvery evil affected,) I have here += 
Foote, but they will he tqo ſmall a nymber ; I intend. 
to addeto them, if your Honoyrs pleaſe, and wake 
them up 1200, which will be few cnough for this 1ll- 
affected .place. When I marched hither 1 left two 
' Compamiesat Fathe, which being it is to be, Igueer 
I ſhall humbly defire an þxder for the drawing of thoſe 
two Companngs to this place, which would bea good. 
addition, I ſhould hive waited upon your Hononrs: 
my ſelfe, but I dare not be abſent, though my cxtrea-: 
mity be great for neceflaries for my poore $ouldigrs 3; 
I ſhall humbly intxeate you to ſignifie your further 


Commands in tfatorany other thing, which ſhall be. 
carefully obſerved by ++ - ** ge 
gh wee =” Your reall Servant. . ;
